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CALTRANS LAYS OFF 211

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Cali- 
fornia Department of Transporta- 
tation (Caltrans) has already noti- 
fied 211 Bay Area employees that 
they will lost their jobs at the end 
of this year. 

Part of a_ statewide plan to lay 
off 2800 Caltrans workers by July 
1976,，the job cuts have aroused 
strong opposition among Workers 
记 the San Francisco office ( 卫 /W 
9/10775 ). 

In September，Concerned Cal- 
fans 也 mployees，an ad hoc com- 
mittee representing different crafts 
and professions affected by .the 
layoffs，:*organized 3a demonstra- 
tion。 According to Lincoln Chu， 
chairman of the committee, about 


90 per cent of the employees at 


the Caltraiis office on Oak Street 
Supported the protest. 
HURT MOST 

Minority people will be hurt 
most by the cutbacks，Chu said . 
Since they have low seniority- 一 
most have been employed for less 
than ten years at Caltrans- 一 mi- 
nority workers will be among the 
first to lose their jobs. 

Of the 211. employees who have 
received notices，134 will lose 
their jobs，while 77 have the 


choice of accepting a_ demotion. 
According to Chu, 74 of the 134 
losing their jobs are minority peo- 
ple. Most of these are Asian Amer- 


Government 
Deports 1 
ToHongKkong 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 David N. 
Ilchert，San Francisco district di- 
reetor of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, announced 
last week that Lak-Man Tom had 
been deported'`to 再 ong Kong on 
November 18. 

Torm was born in China in 1945 
and came to the United States 
with his family in 1963 as a 再 ong 
Kong parolee. He Was one of the 
original members of the 双 ah Ching 
and a leader in the Suey Sing in 
Oakland,，according to the an- 
nouincement. Tom's criminal activV- 
jities included two convictions for 
teceiving stolen property，one for 
assault with a deadly weapon， and 
two for larceny. He was deported 
beeause of his criminal activities. 

When his deportation became 
imminent， Tom petitioned the 
United States District Court to 
terminate the proceedings.、 After 
the eourt truled against him， his: 
case Was appealed to the Ninth 
Circuit and then the Supreme 
Court，The Supreme Court ruled 
on November 18 by a vote of 8 to 
Orthat he should be deported. 

Ilchert, former assistamt commnals- 
sioner for naturalization in the 
Central Office of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service in 
Washington，D.C.，became local 
distzict director on November 11， 
succeeding 有. 工 . Williams, who re- 
tired last summner- 


icans，who make Up about 19 per 
cent of the Caltrans sta 任 . 

Engineers will bear the brunt of 
the cutbacks. The majority of 
Asian Americans employed at Cal- 
trans are in this category. Unlike 
clerical workers，who are also af- 
fected by the cutbacks, engineers 
will have a hard time finding em- 
ployment in business or in other 
state agencies, Chu said. 

San Erancisco，along with Los 
Angeles， the place with the great- 
est number of Caltrans emnployees， 
WwWill receive most of the cutbacks. 
Maintenance workers and toll col- 
leators are not affected by the lay- 
offs. 

OBJECTIVES 

Caltrans employees fighting the 
layoffs have two immediate objec- 
tives. They want the governor to 
guarantee jobs for them before the 
first round of cutbacks takes ef- 
fect on December 31 of this year. 

Since December 31 is not far 
off，Caltrans Workers are also ask- 
ing for an extension of the layo 储 
date to allow time for them to 
find new jobs. 

Employee groups have already 
filed_ three lawsuits，two of them 
dealing with affirmative action is- 
sues，The third claims Caltrans 
officials did not “meet and con- 
fer” with employees whel plan- 


ning the job cuts，as required by 
lawW. 

Last Wednesday，Caltrans em- 
ployee roups met with Allen 
Goldstein, assistant director of the 
Office of Employee Relations, Ac- 
cording to _ Chu，Goldstein said 
“more positive”efforts are being 
made to find jobs for Caltrans em- 
ployees. Other state agencies refus- 
ing employment to Caltrans peo- 
ple are now required to state their 
reasons for rejecting a particular 
applicant. "This does not go far 
enough for Chu. He wants the goV- 
ernor's office actually to Place 
people in new jobs. 

HESITANT 

Other state agencies are hesitant 
to take Caltrans employees be- 
cause they want to fill jobs with 
promotions from their Own staf 人 ff， 
Chu said. Some agencies are will- 
ing to take Caltrans employees， 
but only for low-level positions . 
This would mean a $400 to $500 
reduction in monthly salaries. Cal- 
trans employees，however，want 
jobs at a level comparable to the 
positions they now hold. 

The state Job Placement Center 
is now trying to find jobs for Cal- 
fans Workers in other state agen- 
cies. In addition，a .special unit of

SAN -FRANCISCO 一 The Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sion's first ever public meeting in 
San Francisco was denounced as 3 
fraud by Chinese for Affirmative 
Action (CAA) -and other Bay Area 
media reform groups in a Piress 
conference held at Hastings Law 
School last Thursday. 

The FRCC is the agency that regu- 
lates the TV and radio stations in 
this country. As part of a highly 
touted effort to solicit public in- 
put and answWer questions of citi- 
zens: Imedia _ access groups，the 
FECC scheduled a series of public 
meetings throughout the country. 

In place of a public meeting in 
San Francisco，the commission 
had accepted an invitation to ap- 
pear on a live two-hour Program 
on KTVU，a subsidiary of Cox 
Broadcasting. The proposed pro- 
gram had no members of the pub- 
lic present in the studio. The only 
public contact with the commils- 
sioners was_ through phoned-in 
questions or Written questions Sub- 
mitted in advance. 

Joan Passalacqua of the Commit- 
tee for Open Media claims that 
Cox Broadcasting，which recently 
had its KTVU-TV 1license condi- 
tionally renewed by the FCC,， was 
seeking the commission's favGr by 
giving the comimissionets an un- 
precedented two hours of prime 
time to_ present their views with 
no _ opportunity for challenges by 
those who question the comamis- 
sion?s performance-. 

PETITION 

Last year，17 petitions -人 from 
Northern_ California were Submit- 
ted to the RCC to deny the broad- 
cast _ licenses of various television 
and radio stations. CAA filed a 
petition to deny the KCBS-AM 1i- 
cense. 

Henry Der, executive director of 
CAA，commented，”All the peti- 
tioners methodically and carefully 
monitored the petformance of sta- 
tions and found them to be abus- 
ing the public airwaves from 1971 
to 1974. Yet the FECC ruled against 
all of these petitions, raising ques- 
tions about the ECC policies and 
regulations in defining the respon- 
sibility of broadcasters to provide 
setVice to the community.” 

When local media activists 
learned of the agreement between 


Cox Broadcasting and the FCC， 


legal action against the station and 
the commission was contemplated. 
“Cox and the commission Were on 
the phone with each other imme- 
diately ”said Bill Hartman of Oak- 
land Media.TheFECC subsequently 
scheduled atwo-hour meeting with 
community groups at 2:30 p.m. on 
the day of the broadcast at the 
FEederal Building . 

“It took a lot of pressure from a 
lot of different people， 了 artman 
continued,“just to get this dinky 
two-hour meeting.” 

Media activists, however,insisted 
that the ERCC concesslions were to- 
tally inadequate. They noted that 
让 was difficult for people outside 
of San Francisco to patrticipate 
and that the 2:30 p.m. starting 
time was impossible for the gen- 
eral public to attend. 

“Al of this hassle could have 
been avoided ”explained Joanna 
Manuel MecAllister of La Raza 
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CAA Denounces FCC 
S.F. Public Meeting 
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Media Coalition ,“if the PFCC had 
asked_ the community to partici- 
pate in the planning of this meet- 
ing in the first place. 

CAA was concerned about the 
arrangement for the public meet- 
ing，Der complained,“Al of us 
[were] thrown together as 让 we 
were in a pig sty, scrambling and 
clawing to ask questions of the 
FCC commissioners with no for- 
mat, agenda, or discussion are3aS.”

PEORIA，lllinois 一 The Associ- 
ated Press reported that the Peoria 
Journmal Star has quietly stopped 
using the nickname“Chinks”on 
its Sports pages to designate Pekin 
High School athletic teams， 

“Ipersonally feel you could find 
a_ much better nickname thaf 
Chinks,”said sports _ editor Paul 
King. 

“There's no reason we have to 
offend Chinese readers every time 
we cover a Pekin athletic:team,” 
said associate editor Tom Pugh. 

The nickname for Pekin teams 
dates back several decades，and 
was_ derived from Pekin's- tradi- 
tional association with the Chinese 
city of Peking. But the use of the 
nickname has drawn strong PrIo- 
tests from the Organization of 
Chinese-Americans and other 
Asian American organizations. 

A year ago the student body of 
Pekin High voted 1,034 to 182 to 
retain the_ nickname， 下 arly this 
year a committee of the board of 
education proposed the issue be 
placed to a citywide vote，but the 
board defeated the motion in a 3 
to 3 _ vote， 

On March 17 of this year，the 
Pekin School Board voted 5 to 2 to 
retain the nickname“Chinks” for 
its _ high school -athletic teams.

STANEORD 一 “Werre sitting on 
a time bomb”as far as America's 
two-China policy is concerned， 
John Stuart Service，renmowned 
sinologist and former Foreign Ser- 
Vice officer，told a Stanford audi- 
ence November 7. 

Asked what will be accomplished 
during President Ford's forthcorr 
ing Visit to the PRC，Service re- 
plied, “Zero. No one expects any- 
thing. 

“It doesnit matter who replaces 
[U.S. emissary to Peking] George 
Bush because 开 issinger personally 
all relations with any 
country of strategic importance.?” 

Addressing more than 350 per- 


\Sons in Annenberg Auditorium， 


Service pointed out that the U.S. 
stil maintains heavy military aid 
and an ambassadorship to Taiwan， 
while essentially “nothing has 
changed”in its relationship with 
the People's Republic since the 
Nixon visit in 1972. 

“We have established a liaison 
office in Peking,”he noted,“and 
We have exchanged a series of per- 
sonnel,， but we have done nothing 
to unfreeze mainland assets in the 
U.S. nor have we established a 
“most favored nation'y treaty. 

“They buy more from us than 
we buy from them,”he said . 

ATOMIC 

Since we are building two atomic 
energy plants on Taiwan，“What 
happens if they develop their own 
A-bomb and'i declare their indepen- 
dence?”'Service asked rhetorically. 

Under the so-called Shanghai 
Agreement，signed between the 
PRC and the Nixon-Kissinger dele- 
gation in February， 1972: 

“The U.S. acknowledges that all 
Chinese on either side of the Tai- 
wan Strait maintain that there is 
but one China and that Taiwan is 
apart of China. 

“The U.S. Government does not 
challengethat position; it reaffirms 
its interest in a peaceful settlement 
of the Taiwan question by the Chi- 
nese themselves.” 

Despite this language，we still 
maintain Very strong relations with 
What is _ essentially a_ province of 
mainland China，and are still 
bound to go to its aid if attacked， 
Service emphasized .

U.S. industry and government 
have $500 million directly invest- 
ed in Taiwan, he continued.

CHALLENGE 

,This is a direct challenge to.the 
mainland，Service Warned，espe- 
cially regarding military commit- 
ments. It is “a dangerous，short- 
sighted two-China policy.?” 

“The same government which 
said“Who lost China?” is the same 
one that perpetuates it， Service 
observed， referring to the con- 
tinued support of Taiwan. 

He quoted Senator Mike Mans- 
field with approval: “We should 
not be involved in China's internal 
affairs through Taiwan.” 

During a brisk question-and- 
answer period following his hour- 
long talk，Service suggested that 
the Taiwan problem could best be 
solved under the present leader- 
ship of both countries 一 Chairman 
Mao and President Ford. 

If Taiwan is unified with the 
PRC，he said，foreign capital will 
be pushed out. “Ford fears the 
right wing，and China fears the 
USSR. They- won't break with the 
U.S. over it-They will be patient.” 

Former . ,Secretary ”of .Defense 
James Schlesinger was dropped be- 
cause he wanted better relations 
with thePRC, among other things， 
Service noted . 


“Secretary of State 开 issinger sees 


all foreign relations as a bargaining 
process,” Service said. “Washing- 
ton wants the [mainland] Chinese 
to get so mad that they"1l bargain， 
but the Chinese wont play that 
game.” 

Service，born in China of mis- 
sionary parents，served in the FEor- 
eign Service there from 1933 to 
1945. He counseled neutrality for 
the U.S. in the clash between Mao 
Tse-tung and Chiang 必 ai-shek dur- 
ing World War II. 

He was dismissed from the ser- 
Vice in 1951 for “doustftul loy- 
alty” during the MecCarthy era， 
but was ordered reinstated in 1957 
by the U.S. Supreme Court. He re- 
signed from the Foreign Service in 
1962 and now lives in Berkeley.

the State Personnel Board is look- 
ing into minority employment. 
is_ trying to get state agenciles to 
fill half of their vacancies with mi- 
norities and women.， 

Asked what response Caltrans 


ermmployees have received from gov-. 


ernment officials，Chu said some 
were sympathetic,“but what we 
want is action.” 

CRITICAL 

Chu was particularly critical of 
the governor's Opposition to tais- 
jing the gasoline tax，a Source of 
reVvenaue for the transportation Eee 
partment. 

Asked to comment on the gover- 
nor's objection to giving money to 
Caltrans to pour more concrete， 
Chu' said the real issue is not ex- 
panding，but completing, highway 
projects. Sections of highway al- 
ready completed should be linked 
up，JImprovements on highways 
are also needed to eliminate safety 
hazards. Although Caltrans em- 
ployees agree their staff should be 
reduced, they think present needs 
do not justify job cuts on the scale 
planned by the department. 

In _ the future，Chu thinks Cal- 
trans should move into other areas 
such as design and construction of 
mass transit Systems， The trans- 
portation department can only do 
this，however，lif new legisjation is 
passed giving it more power in this 
area, At present, Caltrans can only 
do general feasibility studies and 
cost estimates， _but not detailed 


planning and construction of mass 
transit Systems， 
RESPONSE 

The response from the Chinese 
community to the problems of 
Caltrans_ employees has been very 
good，Chu said. About 30 family 
associations wrote letters to state 
legislators. 

Chu himself wrote about 40 let- 
ters. So far，he has received only 
ten replies indicating support for 
raising the gasoline tax. March 
Fong Eu，secretary of state, wrote 
saying that her office is opening 
doors to Caltrans employees. 

Asked to assess the situation， 
Chu said there is “a fairly good 
chance” of getting a qdqelay on the 
first group of layoffs scheduled 
for December. But findqing jobs for 
2800 Caltrans employees is still a 
big question .

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ALOHA FROM HAWAII

We were 1lying on 3a private 
stretch of beach on the northern 
coast of Oahu. The sun warmly 
glistened on the expanse of blue- 
green water that slowly washed to 
shore and then receded. Ahead of 
us was the infinite ocean. Behind 
us，the lush green trees and the 
dark peaks of the Koolaus moun- 
tains. So this is Hawaii, I thought. 


I 工 was spending my last day on 
the islands with Dave and May 
Tong. As we admired the scenery， 
Dave，who once worked for East/ 
West and the 卫 xaminer and who is 
now with the Honolulu Advertiser， 
turned to me and said, “Don't you 
eVver get the itch to write again??” 

Imulled over the question a bit. 
It had been over nine months since 
Ilast met a deadline for 了 East/West. 

“IT guess ITm not a Writer because 
TI feel no compulsion to write,” 工 
finally said . 

”Twenty-four hours later, Ifound 
myself writing this on the plane 
back to San .Francisco. The writ- 
ing itch had won out after all. 

A FIRST TRIP 

It was a last-mjinute decision on 
my part to _ visit the Sandalwood 
Mountains， 也 veryone thought 工 
Was crazyto do it in five days. But 
no regrets 一 II_ had a wonderful 
time and saw as much as Ihad 
planned to see . . . for a first trip. 

工 had-a _ chance to see Hawaii's 
countryside Scenery and to tour a 
Volcano area near Hilo. Two days 
of relaxing in Hilo amidst the 
duiet beaches and balmy shades of 
palm trees helped me later to take 
on the“civilized”pace-of Hono- 
lulu. 

I had planned to stay at a cheap 
hotel and to do my sightseeing by 
bus. But the Hawaiian deities were 


on my side. A girlfriend of a girl- 


friend who knew of my trip sur- 
prised me at the Honolulu airport 
and from then on, Icame to know 
what Hawaiian hospitality Imeans， 


I stayed with her， D TS 
and two brothers in a small house 
in Aiea, outside of Honolulu. They 
Were not rich folks，bnit kind and 
proud folks who insisted on mak- 
ing room for me in their home. 
Living with them the few days 工 
was in Honolulu gave me a good 
idea of Chinese family life in 也 a- 
Waii. 

The parents are both tetired and 
living off a small income from 
social security and unemployment 
benefits. The oldest son is an arch- 
itect，the .daughter a secondary 
School teacher，and the youngest 
son a student at the University of 
Hawaii， The house they live in 
cost them $16,000 16 years ago， 
but now would easily sell for over 
$80,000 because housing is in such 
demand there. 

Because the parents are second- 
generation Chinese 了 awaiians, Chi- 
nese js not Spoken at home and 
little of the Chinese customs and 
ways are observed. But the family 
does enjoy Chinese food. 


They even took me to a family 
celebration at a Chinese restaurant 
Where we were served a_ nine- 
course meal. There Ihad a chance 
to meet their relatives. Interest- 
ingly enough, most of the younger 
generation was of mixed Asian 
blood . 

Ihad a list of Chinese historical 
places that a friend had suggested 
I_ visit， In the company of this 
family, I easily found these sights. 

Chinatown，with its old build- 


am 


ings and produce stores, reminded 
me of our old Chinatown，except 
that theirs serves the 天 oreans， 
Filipinos,， and 了 awaiians as well as 
the Chinese. 
DEEM SUM 

We had aeemi sum at the Yang 
Sing Restaurant. It did not com- 
pare favorably with San Francis- 
co?s in taste or price . 


Unplanned, we met with a MT- 
sponsored celebration of Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen2s birthday at the newly 
constructed Chinese Cultural 
Plaza，which agrees in concept 
with the Japanese Trade Center 
here. (So much for progress.) 


The word is that Chinatown will 
be razed and the area redeveloped. 
The Third Arm，a 人 赋 ass-roots or- 
ganization of young people, is try- 
ing to fight 过 .Similar to organlza- 
tions in our Chinatown，TIThird 
Arm is also trying to help the old 
and poor in Chinatown by provid- 
ing a meal program, a clinic, anda 
gathering place. Their offices in 
Chinatown were open and leftt un- 
attended when we found them， 
but I was told that the old bache- 
lors across the street keep an eye 
on it all the time. 

We took a drive around the Chi- 
nese cemetery，which I found 
cleaner and more spacious than 
OUrs here. The Chinese-engraved 
tombstones stood high on the hill 
and all looked toward the ocean 
to_ China. 工 understand that the 
cemetery is nmow full and that late- 
comers must now be buried at an 
American cemetery. 


The 天 wan Yin Temple is still 
frequented by many Chinese 五 a- 
waiians. :Compared to others 工 
have seen here on the mainland , 工 
found the ornate temple spacious， 
Uncongested, and authentic. 


ASIAN FACES 

Except for Waikiki Beach, every- 
Where 工 went 工 was amazed by the 
number of Asian faces I saw, espe- 
cially on the University of 再 awaii 
campus. 了 awaii js the only state 
where Asians outnumber whites 
and Where Asian elected officials 
govern. However, there is discrimi- 
nation on the islands in that Main- 


-landers are favored over local peo-， 


ple for the better jobs. In the his- 
tory of the University of Hawaii， 
this is the first time a local Asian 
has been chosen to be president 
over a Mainlander. 


There is also discrimination 
against women，many of whom 
must 双 ork because of the high 


cost of living in Hawaii， Clerks 
start at $400 a month . 
My understanding is that al- 


thougsh such discrimination does 
exist，there is no ongoing fight 
against it. People are pretty apa- 
thetic and non-aggressive on the 
islands.， Perhaps it's because of 
their Asian cultural background or 
perhaps，the easy-going climate 
there. 工 for one，relaxing on the 
beaches，found 让 easy to cleanse 
my mind of all troublesome 
thoughts and just enjoy the beauty 
of nature.

Being Chinese-Americans， we 
frequently run into conflicts be- 
tween the traditions of our ances- 
tors and the American way， 

When we were young，we Were 
taught at the dinner table to take 
the piece of chicken (or whatever 
was on the menu) that was closest 
to_ us，instead of reaching clear 
across the plate for the best piece. 
Then we grew up，got married， 
and raised kiqs. At dinner time， 
usually very little or no rules are 
observed. After ten minutes，the 
Plate of chicken looks like a disas- 
ter area, Perhaps we have forgot- 
ten an important lesson along the 
wayp 

In China，the extended family 
has several generations， from 
grandpa to grandson. Whenever a 
son gets married，the family gets 
bigger. 

In America,， the reverse is true. 
The nuclear family is the basic 
unit. The car has made it too easy 
:to escape to our “American 
dream,” usually a tract home that 
is designed only for the single fam- 
辽 y，with no room for grandpar- 
ents. 


MARRIAGCE 
”Most of our parents didnt have 
any Say about whom they should 
marry， The spouses were picked 
by their parents or elders. We used 
to laugh at this custom.“VWhat do 
elders- know about lovePp we 
would-ask.， Obviously，we were 
st 计 moonstruck over the “holly- 
wood”type of love.， Then each 
generation got more westernized . 
Our generation was still “sane,” 
that is，we observed the rules，we 


went steady，got engaged 一 and 


there was Dlenty of time ior par- 
ents to object to the marriage，bnut 
they rarely did.， But the newest 
generation can have a lot of sur- 
prises. Some couples walk in to 
announce“Guess whatp”and the 
Parents faint， 

Comparing the divorce rates of 
the new generation and the older 
generation，we begin to wonder 一 
could there be something abonut 
this wisdom of our elders? 

American songs have influenced 
our thinking,. The lyrics from “Tea 
for Two” go . . .“a boy for you 
and a girl for me, "and most of my 
Peers follow this -pretty much. 
However, our parents seem to fol- 
low economic rules, like“Cheaper 
by the dozen.” 

Immigrants and visitors from 
Hong Kong notice right away that 
the pace is faster in America. Most 
of us only have two kids with little 
free time. Our parents had much 
larger families，yet still had time 

_for reflection and contemplation. 


了 ATIENCE” 

Mystics have always.said that 
“patience "is the most beautiful of 
the virtues，but the least under- 
stood. However, the Chinese have 
practiced patience for thousands 
of years,“Patience is the way of 
heaven,”says the Taoist. 

In the Sixties a lot of my friends 
(including myself) bought“go-go” 
funds, the mutual funds that were

I vaguely remember a story in 
Chinese school that is probably 
the ultimate in 'the lesson of pa- 
tience. In ancient China, a farmer 
was annoyed because amountain 
blocked his path. So he went with 
his pick and shovel to _ remove the 
mountain. After hauling dirt for 
many weeks, his friendqs asked him 
what he was doing， When the 
farmer told them of his plan, they 
laughed, stating thatit would take 
a lifetime just to make a dent in 
the mountain. The farmer replied 
that it didnt matter how long 让 
took 一 让 he didnt finish the job， 
hbis son will continue, and then his 
grandson，etc. The story boggles 
the western mind，but with the 
current interest in reincarnation 一 
that man comes back to the world 
many times; we begin to under- 
stand how 'the farmer conquers 
the mountain， Westerners seldom 
have this patience，They regard 
life as a one-time occurrence and 
live jlife accordingly， 

ROLE 

The women's liberation move- 
ment today occupies one end of 
the spectrum:, On the other end is 
the Chinese or traditional concept

The moving，touching 1literary 
works of Monfoon Leong have 
been published for the first time 
一 eleven years after his tragic 
death in 1964 from an auto mis- 
hap in Yugoslavia. Why haven't his 
Works been made public before? 
“We like the quality of the writ- 
ing，but there's no readership.” 
“Theyrre not marketable.”These 
WwWere the responses he received 
from the national literary maga- 
Zines during the late fifties. These 
are part of the answers to our 
present-day Asian critics，who fre- 
quentliy decry the 'lack of earlier 
literary contributions to American 
literature by our compatriots. 

It took the present thrust for 
Asian-American awareness and 
identity to resurrect the creative 
works of Monfoon, known by his 
friends as Harry. How did he de- 
Vvelop his keen insight and sensi- 
tivity into the subtleties and intri- 
cacies of the cultural econflicts be- 
tween the Chinese and the Ameri- 
can way of life2 Harry was a rarity 
in his time, a bicultural man who 
accepted _ his ethnicity，equally 
happy as a Chinese and as one 
who had been Americanized rela- 
tively faster than his contempo- 
ratries . 

Harry was born in San Diego's 
Chinatown on January 14，1916， 
the eldest in a family of four 
brothers and two sisters. He was 
fourteen years 01d when his father 
died. Adhering to the Chinese tra- 
dition, he assumed the role of the 
head of the household and con- 
tinued to work as a houseboy to 
Support his mother and siblings. 
了 Harry was a dutiful and loving son， 
and his mother dqepended heavily 
on him for comfort and support. 
He became a substitute “busband” 
and father in addition,to being the 
big brother. He associated readily 


”WwWith those of his mother's genera- 


tion，and had an intense interest 
in his cultural background, forever 
gaining insight and understanding 
of Chinese customs，traditions， 
Superstitions，humor，folk .tales， 
etc:. 

Despite his own family responsi- 
bilities，he had time to pursue his 
own interests. While attending La 
Jolla High where he later gradu- 
ated, he was quite active in drama 
and in Writing, and his“…Ode to a 
Worm” appeared in the school 
paper. He was a leader in church 
and Was active in Sports. In the 
middle thirties，he was the first 
Chinese to be employed at Con- 
vair Aircraft as well as at the Naval 


Air Station at North Island,， work-. 


ing as a patternmaker and drafts- 
man. 

During World War II, Harry was 
accepted for enlistment in the U.S. 
Army Air Force for training as 3 
ferry pilot 一 after having Per- 
formed hours of stretching exer- 
cises to _ gain the fraction of an 
inch needed for the minimum 
height requirement. He also drank 
gallons of carrot juice thinking

that it would help him in his night 
Vision test! To his dismay, the pro- 
gram Was cancelled shortly before 
the termination of the war and he 
was mustered out. 

When he was no longer the sole 
Support of his family，he struck 
out on his own and moved to 
Northern California to attend San 
Jose_ State College. ERinding that 
Harry had a natural talent for 
writing Phis 了 nglish: professor en- 
couraged him to follow through 
这 this field. He went on to Stan- 
ford University，majoring in 卫 ng- 
lish (writing)，and he secured his 
bachelor's _ degree in June 1951, a 
few days _ after his_ marriage to 


Diana Ming Chan.， Prior to his. 


graduation， he had completed sev- 
eral stories which focused on the 
Chinese people's humanity，values 
and intercultural conflicts. He was 
angered by the unjust portrayal of 
Chinese in the writings of the time， 
and he sogght to make some 
amends for 让 .However，his at- 
tempt to - have his writings pub- 
lished，even with the help of an 
agent, was quite futile. Disappoint- 
ment naturally set in and eventu- 
ally he decided to take up another 
career. He received his master s 
degree in American Studies at the 
University of Minnesota in 1953 
and his teaching credentials at the 
University of California，Berkeley， 
the following year，He taught at 
the Merritt、Community College 
and the high schools in Oakland 
and San Francisco. 百 e resumed 
writing during the summers when 
he was not teaching, and having a 
zest for life, his bicultural interests 
toward '， multicultural 
ventures. He developed an inordi- 
nate curiosity about the customs， 
ceremonies，and cuisine of other 
countries. He，his wife，and two 
childqren lived frugally for quite a 
few years in order to save for their 


”one-year world-wide tour which 


turned out to be i-fated. 

Harry is _ still remembered by 
many。 We are delighted that his 
WwWorks have_ finally appeared-in 
print. Most of us have known him 
as One With rare qualities 一 3a man 
with high integrity and high ideals， 


a kind, friendly，gentle soul, a de- 


voted husband and father. He was 
a Very giving person，one with 
deep compassion and empathy for 
others,， and one who had the abil- 
ity to find good in everyone and 
everything， attributes that are 
duly reflected in his writings.

The book is Number One Som, a 
collection of short stories by Mon- 
foon Leong，including “Number 
One Son”and“A GoodBurial” 一 - 
two short stories which 了 ast/West 
readers will remember with a spe- 
cial fondness，as they were serial- 
ized in the paper 一 and the book 
also includes, for the first time in 
print， “Precious Jade,” an eleven- 
chapter novelette delicately woven 
around Bo Yook, or Precious Jade， 
andher development from a young 
maiden in the Middle Kingdom to 
her threshold as a woman in the 
land of the golden mountains. 
及 eaders will also be genuinely 
enthralled with the manner in 
which Monfoon Leong has inter- 
WwWoven Precious Jade's life and 
feelings with one Roy O"Brien， 
Irish，robust，hearty，at once the 
wild railroad worker of early Cali- 
fornia history and，finally，as all 
will encounter him in the story, a 
deeply sensitive and feeling indi- 
Vidual. 

RARITY 

Monfoon Leong, known as 再 arry 
to_ his friends，was born in San 
Diego's Chinatown in 1916. And， 
as Chuck Chan's poignant opening 
preface will tell you“Harry Was a 
rarity in his time, a bicultural man 
who acceptedhis ethnicity, equally 
happyas a Chinese and as one who 
had been Americanized relatively 
faster .than his contemporaries.” 


人 A YOUNG San Francisco antiquari- 
an bookman，Alan Wofsy，who 

describes his main interest 3sS“the art 
of the book,”has branched out into a 
modest program of trade booR pub- 
lishipg, and his first effort is a beauty. 


“AN ALPHABET,”Wofsy tells us， 
Was Nicholson's first and most 
famous book. lt refined the poster art 
of Nicholson and his brother-in-law，

And Harry diligently pursued the 
craft of wtiting，Pperfecting his 
Words to assist in what he felt was 
a just portrayal of his people; un- 
fortunately，Harry was ahead of 
his time in thne publishing market， 
too; and while the quality of his 
Writing Was recognized by maga- 
zine _ after magazine，none would 
dare to print his writing because 
they thought there was no market 
for it. Harry then turned to teach- 
ing but continued to write in his 
spare time and to partake，even 
more intensely, of the entire multi- 
cultural environment surrounding 
him . 

In 1964, after having lived fru-

Harry died from an automobile 
mishap in Yugoslavia.

And his writing has yielded to us 
seven short stories and the novel- 
ette. There is literally something 
for every reader，from the inti- 
mate portrait of a “New Year for 
Fong Wing,”to the beginning of 
the novelette and a very early 
of Bo Yook (Precious 
Jade) in “Golden Mountains,” to 
the subtle humor of 
Monkey，”to finding out the secret 
of youth through the eating of elk 
tail root in “Youth for 玉 won 
Kim.” 

No greater tribute can be given 
to Monfoon Leong than to say 
that his stories have not only en- 
tertained but enlightened, but are 
being published，finally，at pre- 
cisely the right time in history.

eSometimes when a film gets called “political”" it scares away many 
moOoVviegoers who 1like their entertainment long on narrative and short 
on polemics. It would be a mistake to _ avoid the political The Work- 
ing Class Goes to 了 eaven” in this regard. 

The 1972 film is expertly directed by Elio Petri, and boasts one of 
the most remarkable performances in the last ten years (Gian Maria 
Volonte as a compulsive lathe operator). The ending is so perfect, so 
powerful, so unforgettable, that it has stayed indelibly in the memory 
of this reviewel for the last three years, since a showing of the 人 ilm at 
the 1972 San Francisco Rilm Festival. 

Petri provides no simple answers to the impersonalization of man in 
the industrial society. The revolutionaries who try to politicize the 
WwWorkers don't have the family responsibilities of the workers and dont 
escape the cutting edge of Petri's satire.The bosses are comical in their 
efficiency studies and when they are bused into an empty factory 
through angry workers， The workers themselves aren':t angels'as the 
title might suggest. Volonte，when he is used by Maoist militants, be- 
comes more concerned with seducing the factory virgin to gain back 
his potency, than interested in affairs at the factory. 

Petri seems to be saying that the working elass in industrial society 
has lost its freedom and become lifeless tools or cogs. They have be- 
come like the pieces of machinery that are rolled off the assembly 
lines. They are dead and have gone to heaven, but they don:t realize it. 
The film opens today with Wertmullers“The Seduction of Mimi”at 
the Surf Theatre (unless the current attraction is extended atthe last 
minutey-。
